D1 relates to a nose mask comprising an' elastic wing part which is installed in a close contact with a nose; 
a filter part made of silver non^woven fabric and activated carbon fabric; and an auxiliary fastening part 
comprising a stopping part, a connection part, and a groove part. 



1 ) Novelty and inventive Step 

The following are comparisons between the present application and D1 : 

Claims 1 to 4 are the same as D1 in the purpose and effect, that is, providing a mask applicable to various 
types of noses and having improved health functions, in the feature of the elastic wing part which comes in 
close contact with a nose, and in the technical means for applying a health material to the filter. However, 
claims 1 to 4 differ from D1 in that in the present invention the groove has a square shape, whereas in D1 
the groove has a U shape. However, said difference results from a mere change in the groove shape which 
can be readily selected and applied by a person skilled in the art, and does not involve any technical 
difficulty. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1 and 4 is considered to lack an inventive step under PCT Article 
33(3). 



2) Industrial Applicability 

The subject matter of Claims 1 to 4 is considered to be industrially applicable, which meets the requirement 
of PCT Article 33(4).
